concern. 


EXPERTS AND SCHEDULE RATING. 


Some criticism is visited now and then upon 
the new Dean frame and brick mercantile 
schedules, on the ground that they are too 
complicated for the ordinary individual to un- 
derstand and use. We believe that this criti- 
cism is entirely unfounded. The exposure for- 
mule are the most essential relations that en- 
ter into the construction of tariffs under the 
approved scientific schedule. The great va- 
riety, of exposures require mathematical cal- 
culations that would be difficult for the man 
not trained in this direction to grasp. It is 
not supposed that the ordinary insurance man 
can take these scientific instruments and work 
with them. It would not be expected 


that the layman would be adept with surgical» 


instruments. Schedule rating should be done 
by experts who are trained in that direction 
and who have made it somewhat of a study. 
The great majority of men engaged in the 
business should not be called upon to take a 
schedule and use it. One of the arguments 
used against the schedule is that it is not 
simple enough for all to take and put into 
practical use. When insurance men learn that 
scientific fating can only be’ employed by ex- 
perts, the fallacy of these illogical arguments 
will be apparent. Those whose minds can 
adapt themselves to mathematical and scien- 
tific reasoning, who can use the exposure for- 
mule with alacritv. do not count the sched- 
ules difficult to apply. The results given are 
certainly the most logical of any instrument 
so far constructed. Raters who have tested 
these schedules all agree that Mr. Dean has 
produced the only mercantile schedules that 
give tariffs that can be defended and ex- 
plained. What is needed now is a body of 
men who understand them and can apply 
them. They are not schedules that Tom, Dick 
au Harry can take and use. Rate-making 
under the modern schedule system should be 
a calling just as distinct as the underwriting 
an financial departments of a company. 


CLEAN COMPANY AND A CLEAN MAN. 


t the last meeting of the Chicago Life 
Underwriters Association a statement was 
made by Major E. D. Redington, one of the 
agents of the Provident Life and Trust in 
that city, which left a deep impression on 
the minds of all who heard it. He has been in 
the life insurance work for many years, and 
he stated that he has never written but two 
Policies which he was not able to deliver and 
has never given a cent in the way of rebate. 
This is a record of which anyone might feel 
Proud. Major Redington is a typical life in- 





surance man of the old school, who believes 
in life insurance for the policvholder and who 
sees in the work an opportunity for accomplish- 
ing much good. The Provident Life & Trust 
does not pay large commissions and no bo- 
nuses. Its rates are reasonable and its divi- 
dends are as liberal as any company with the 
same rates. We believe in the system followed 
by this old Quaker institution to a very large 
extent. While perhaps it has not kept pace 
with the aggressive spirit of the age, yet its 
conservatism is all for the benefit of its policy- 
holders. In the midst of high pressure meth- 
ods and the bonus system such men as Major 
Redington stand out prominently as the real 
representative life insurance agents, and their 
companies are the lighthouses in the turbulent 
ocean. The clean and honorable methods of 
such agents are refreshing in this age, when 
great volume seems to be the order of the 
day. 





COMMERCIAL FIRE TO BE LAUNCHED 


Farmer & Thompson of Chicago Will Operate 
a Stock Insurance Company With 
$100,000 Capital. 


Farmer & Thompson of Chicago, who have 
so successfully operated the syndicate of four 
Lloyds, the Metropolitan, Northwestern, Na- 
tional and Inter-State, have decided to launch 
a stock fire insurance company, to be known 
as the Commercial Fire Insurance Company 
of Chicago. It will have $100,000 capital and 
$25,000 surplus. The stockholders will all be 
well-known business men of Chicago who are 
subscribers in the Lloyds. More stock is 
already promised than is needed. Farmer & 
Thompson will be the general managers of 
the company. It will write only surplus lines 
at full tariff rates. So far Farmer & Thomp- 
son have been most successful with their 
Lloyds, but there are several business houses 
that will not accept a Lloyds policy under any 
condition, and the firm has therefore seen the 


need of having a stock company as a running ~ 


mate with the Lloyds. The Commercial will be 
ready for business about June I. 





ONE OF THE ASIUSING INCUON:ISTENCIE >. 

A very amusing sequel has followed the 
rescinding of the 25 per cent advance in 
unprotected towns. At DuQuoin, IIl., the 
town voted for waterworks and put in a very 
good equipment of mains and other facilities, 
but it has been unsuccessful in procuring any 
water. It has therefore what can be called 
a “dry pipe” system. On the records the town 
was shown to have waterworks, and hence the 
25 per cent advance still applied there. Some 
field men, however, discovered that there was 
no water to be had, and hence the 25 per cent 
advance has been declared off, and the regular 
tariff applies. This is a very good example 
of the inconsistency in the present system of 
fire rating. 





STATE WILL SOON COMMENCE. 

The State Insurance Company of Omaha, 
Neb., with $100,000 capital, will be ready for 
business next menth. A. J. Love, the well- 
known local agent of Omaha, will be secretary 
and manager. James E. Boyd, former govy- 
ernor of Nebraska, will be president, and E. 

It will con- 
fine its operations to Nebraska. 





The Mutual Life of New York has received 
a check for $75,546.55 from H. E. Cary of 
Salt Lake, Utah, being a single premium for 
insurance and income. One of the provisions 
of this contract is that Mrs. Cary shall receive 
an annuity of $2,500 per annum during her 
life.

If any outbreak occurs, it will undoubtedly 
come-from this source, as many men express 
themselves as weary of well-doing, while 
others have evolved so splendid systems for 
delaying when co-operation is asked or in 
formation sought. Some large companies evi 
dently are ready to be set off if a match is 
applied. While here and there one hears talk 
of repealing the 25 per cent advance, yet it 
seems likely that nothing will come of it. 





MINNESOTA THREATENS RETALIATION. 
Trouble Is Brewing Because Ohio and Massa- 
chusetts Refuse to Admit the Minne- 
sota Mutual Life. 


St. Paul, Minn., March 18.—(Special.) 
Life insurance companies of Massachusetts and 
Ohio will possibly soon regret that the insur 
ance commissioners of these states did not see 
fit to admit the Minnesota Mutual Life of St. 
Paul, and their regret will come through the 
passage of a bill in the Minnesota Legislature 
that was introduced Wednesday. The bill is 
a retaliatory law, which, in brief, says that 
any State which refuses to admit an old-line 
insurance company of Minnesota when it is 
financially solvent and operated honestly, is 
liable to have the license of the old-line com 
panies of these States which are operating in 
Minnesota revoked. Massachusetts and Ohio 
insurance commissioners did not question the 
solvency of the Minnesota Mutual nor its 
honesty of operation, but are claimed to have 
made their rulings somewhat arbitrarily. As 
a result, the Minnesota Mutual will retaliate 
if the Horton bill passes, and indications are 
that it will. 
operate in 


Four Massachusetts companies 
Minnesota—the John Hancock, 
which wrote about $800,000 last year; the 
Massachusetts Mutual, $700,000; the State Mu 
tual, $700,000, and the New England, $400,000 
These companies have about $12,000,000 in 
force. The only Ohio company in Minnesota 
is the Union Central, which wrote about $500, 
cco last year and has some $2,500,000 in force 
in this State. 





CONTINENTAL SECURES ITS LICENSE. 
Judge J. H. Westover appeared Wednesday 
before Superintendent of Insurance Yates of 
Springfield, Ill, with the mandamus from 
Judge Chytraus of Chicago compelling the 
department to license the Continental Insur 


ance Company of Chicago. The court com 
pelled the licensing of its agents, or if the 


department took an appeal a bond of $15,000 
would be required. ‘The insurance department 
withdrew its objections ,and will license the 
company’s agents. The Continental has $100, 
cco capital and $20,844 net surplus. 





The Illinois senate has passed the bill pro- 
hibiting wildcat insurance companies from 
operating in Illinois, whether they write busi- 
ness in the State or not. It is said to have 
a fair show in the house. 
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PREFERED RATE QUESTION. 


COMMENT OF OHIO SPECIAL AGENT. 








Thinks that High Tariffs on Desirable Classes 
of Business is the Cause of 
Much Trouble. 





Special agents once had quite a little trouble 
in the small towns of Ohio over the use of 
gasoline and acetylene lamps in small business 
houses and buildings used for both business 
and residence purposes. The union companies 
then found their rule of adding 25 cents per 
hundred for the extra hazard in these cases 
rather hard to apply, since several of the non- 
union companies did not take, the matter 
into account. The latter, as a result, secured 
a very large share of this business, and it 
can be said that as yet the fires resulting from 
such hazards are few. 

In speaking of this matter the state agent 
of one of the largest companies operating in 
Ohio said that the great folly of keeping up 
what is known as preferred business by the 
union companies in order to balance accounts 
against the losses on special hazards had often 
suggested itself to him. He said that there are 
thirty-five or forty of the large companies 
which are doing a general business and that 
the other seventy-five or eighty are taking little 
but preferred business. This is made possible 
by the high rates on this class of business and 
the consequent inability of companies that ac- 
cept nothing else to pay extraordinarily large 
commissions to solicitors and brokers who se- 
cure the business, some of them as high as 
30 or 35 per cent, in the large cities. Some 
agencies which cannot pay this are cut out of 
the preferred business altogether. 

This gentleman said that if premiums on 
this class of business were reduced 20 per 
cent, as they ought to be, it would make it 
impossible to pay anything more than the ordi- 
nary commission for the business, would put 
more of it in the hands of the general writers 
and would compel the companies which seck 
this business alone to ‘write a general business 
in order to keep up their volume, or go out 
of the business altogether. It would eliminate 
the feature of gambling from the profession, by 
making all companies make closer inspections, 
which in a short time would result in a better 
class of general business. As it is now, he 
says, that both union and non-union companies 
doing a large general business are compelled 
to pass a great many defects in risks, because 
of the fact that they would lose their lines if 
they took them up. The elimination from the 
business of the preferred class would force co- 
operation of all classes of companies along 
these lines and result in improvements that 
would make it possible to secure a profit on 
the business in Ohio without any rate advance 
or any other change in this respect. 

In respect to special hazards, he said that he 
had made a study of them for twelve years. 
There is always, he said, an inherent hazard 
in a special hazard; that is, the dangerous fea- 
ture that makes it a special, such as the dry- 
kiln, or even in a lumber plant or woodwork- 
ing establishment; but in all tuat time he said 
that he had paid for but five or six losses that 
could be traced to this inherent hazard. All 
others resulted from what are termed minor 
hazards. It is this idea that has led him to 
favor the more rigid inspection of minor de- 
tails in special hazards, and has caused him 
to see so plainly the necessity of eradicating 
preferred business in order to force the co- 
operation of all companies on this point. In 
no other way, he says, can it be done, and his 
idea is favored bv many of the field men who 
have made a study of the business. 

Avents, he says. have opposed this move- 
ment because they believe that it would reduce 
the volume of their preferred business, and 
he admits that this would probably be the case 





for a year or so, but that in a short time it 
will all come back to them, and they will make 
more out of it than they are now, from the 
fact that the horde of solicitors now in the 
business will withdraw, because both the pre- 
mium rate and their rate of commissions will 
be reduced and they will not be able to make 
more than half what they do now. But 
the fact that a very large majoritv of the 
dwellings and small business houses are mort- 
gaged will force the owners to look after their 
insurance, and they will come direct to the 
agent for the business, and, as a result, he 
will secure the entire commission, where he 
gets about 5 per cent now, and this will barely 
cover the cost of writing the policy and looking 
after it in the office. While they would per- 
haps lose the first year, he therefore argues 
that they would make very much more in suc- 
ceeding years, with much less trouble. 

He says that it will take years to seéure such 
co-operation through the medium of the field 
clubs that are now in operation, because of 
the animosity that has grown up between the 
two classes of companies. There is but one 
way to gain co-operation, and that is to make 
it impossible to do otherwise. The companies 
writing a general business, both union and non- 
union, can do this, according to his ideas, in 
the manner suggested. 





REINSURANCE LAW IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Auditor Scherr Thinks that It Is Causing a 
Hardship and Breeds a Horde of Irre- 
sponsible Concerns. 


Auditor Scherr of West Virginia in his re- 
port states that the laws in that State pro- 
hibiting reinsurance in unauthorized com- 
panies is causing a great hardship in the State 
because the facilities are inadequate to supply 
the demand. The result of the law is that 
practically little reinsurance is done and com- 
panies are carrying their net lines. There is 
a double tax on reinsurance companies, so 
none of them are admitted to the State. Many 
citizens are therefore forced to deal with com- 
panies whose indemnity is rather dubious. The 
auditor states that many companies are char- 
tered under the law of West Virginia for the 
purpose of doing business in other States. 
He warns the people against these wildcat 
companies, as the present laws give him no 
supervision over such concerns. 





WANT REINSURANCE LAW REPEALED. 





Michigan Local Agents in Many of the Large 
Cities Bel'eve the Statute a Det- 
riment. 


Several local agents in Michigan are de- 
sirous of seeing the reinsurance law of the 
State repealed. When this was passed the 
agents believed that the results would be to 
their benefit, as it restrain 
companies from writing large lines and rein- 
suring a good slice in unadmitted companies. 
Agents in the big cities, who have lines on 
special hazards that require a large amount 
of insurance, claim that the law has been a 
distinct detriment to them, inasmuch as they 
are not able to procure insurance and are 
driven to seek Lloyds and other surplus line 
institutions whose financial responsibility is an 
unknown quantity. It is understood that a 
bill will be introduced to repeal this law and 
it will have the backing of many of the agents.

There are yet a number 
of details to be worked out before any an- 
nouncements of plans can be made. For in- 
stance, it has not yet been decided what terri- 
tory will be covered by the new company, nor 
just what the plan of operation will be, until 
the directors have been chosen and have con- 
sulted in, regard to the matter.

This 
‘s an old charter company which does not re- 
quire a license by the insurance department. It, 
however, desired a license, but the department 
refused to grant same on some grounds, so the 
ompany brought action to secure the proper

rates only in Illinois, having about fifty 
‘gents in the State.

AS SEEN FROM GHIGAGO. 


LOSSES DUE TO SMEAD SYSTEM. 

Some attention is being given by companies 
to the numerous losses that are said to be 
directly due to the Smead system of heating 
and ventilating. There have been several 
schoolhouse, church and_ public _ building 
losses which are claimed can be traced to 
the Smead system. Superintendent Simon- 
son of the governing committee of the Union 
has been making investigation of this system 
and finds that the indirect system of venti- 
lating is the cause of almost all the losses. 
The system goes through all parts of the 
building, and a fire started in any one section 
is carried all through the building, as there 
are no cut-offs provided. It usually means a 
total loss, because if the fire is stopped in 
one place it will break out in another. The 
company that originally manufactured this 
system failed, but was reorganized and is now 
doing business through its home office at To- 
ledo and through its agents. Some of its 
agents use their own names for the system. 
The schoolhouses that had this system in- 
stalled up to a few years ago are thus sub- 
ject to a bad fire, and underwriters take the 
ground that an extra premium should be re- 
quired where the old system is used. Many of 
the losses occur in the gas belt of Indiana. 
There are eight cities that had schoolhouses 
burn in this belt due to this system. The 
pressure of the gas was heavy at night, which 
caused the fire, and it was carried through 
the system to all parts of the building.

RATING IS ABOUT COMPLETED. 

The Chicago Underwriters Association has 
now practically completed the rerating of the 
entire city under new schedules. Rates in the 
main in Chicago are now considered satisfac- 
tory. With the exception of a few isolated 
cases and breweries and flour mills there are 
schedules for all classes of hazard. 
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THE FIRST VALUED POLICY BILL. 

The first valued policy bill ever introduced 
in this country hailed from Illinois. Senator 
Yeager of Alton, Ill., had a policy in the Im- 
perial, sustaining about a hundred-dollar loss. 
He made a large claim, I. S. Blackwelder then 
being special agent of the company under 
Eugene Cary, manager. Mr. Blackwelder re- 
fused to settle at the assured’s figures, al- 
though he paid him a very liberal amount. 
At the next session of the legislature Yeager 
introduced the valued policy bill and used all 
influence to pass it. At the very last minute, 
by a shrewd trick, the bill was not reached. 
While it was pending, a Wisconsin legislator 
heard of it, procured a copy, had it intro- 
duced and it was passed in that State.

ANTI-COMPACT CASE IN IOWA. 

Eleven companies have brought proceed- 
ings in the United States Court at Des Moines 
to test the constitutionality of the anti-com- 
pact law of that State, which prohibits com- 
binations of companies or agents to fix and 
maintain rates. The petition is for an injunc- 
tion restraining the auditor of state and his 
successors from interfering with the opera- 
tions of local boards of underwriters. The 
ground taken is that the anti-compact law 
is class legislation, inasmuch as it does not 
prohibit combinations in other lines of busi- 
ness. There is considerable apathy noted 
among the companies regarding these proceed- 
ings. The committee of Iowa field men has 
secured no great support. The governing 
committee of the Union is not in sympathy 
with the movement. Many companies took the 
ground that it cost about $30,000 to defeat the 
Nebraska anti-compact law and no benefit had 
come out of it because the companies would 





not now co-operate in that State. Judge Mc- 
Pherson, who declared the Nebraska law un- 
constitutional, will hear the proceedings in 
Iowa. The field men’s committee, however, 
believe that they have a strong case. While 
the lowa companies are not mentioned in the 
bill, they are understood to be co-operating as 
to expenses. 





NEW LLOYDS IS ORGANIZED, 

Stanley N. Cotterman & Co. of Chicago, 
managers of the Independent Fire Under- 
writers, have organized a new Lloyds, with 
ten subscribers, to be known as the Fort Dear 
born Fire Association. The liability of the 
underwriters is unlimited. The ‘maximum line 
is $2,000. The management states that the 
Lloyds will not write on property unless reg- 
ular stock companies accept lines thereon. 

Mr. Cotterman states that the underwriters 
will make a special deposit of $5,000 at once 
and will perhaps make another $5,000 deposit 
in sixty days.

SURRENDERS LOCAL BOARD PROPERTY 














D. R. Hosterman,the Retiring Secretary of the 
Springfield Underwriters Association, 
Gives up Books and Money. 





D. R. Hosterman has finally surrendered all 
books, money and other property belonging to 
the local board of underwriters at Springfield. 
This was effected on a compromise after suit 
had been brought in a justice court to secure 
Mr. Hosterman contended that the 
election of his successor was illegal, but offered 
to turn over the books and other things, pro- 
viding he was allowed to retain the cash which 
was in his hands January 1, as shown by the 
auditing committee, about $225, and be paid 
his salary for April. He was to have ceased 
stamping on April 1, though he did stamp for 
three or four agents on the 2d and 3d of the 
month. 

At a special meeting held on April 4, the 
board by unanimous vote instructed the audit- 
ing committee to secure all the board’s prop- 
erty in the hands of the former secretary, even 
if the law had to be appealed to to do so. After 
suit had been filed, the ex-secretary weakened 
and a compromise was effected by which he 
was paid his salary to the 15th of the month 
and allowed $10 for attorney’s fees, the $225 
passing out of his hands. 

F. E. Hosterman, son of the ex-secretary, has 
qualified as treasurer of the board. He is well 
situated, being teller in one of the leading banks 
in Springfield. The fact that he is a bank 
teller has given occasion for some criticism, as 
many of the agents think he should be satis- 
fied with his position and not cut into the 
insurance business. When his name was pro- 
posed for membership, there was some feeling 
against admitting him, but it was concluded 
that to keep him out would not mend matters. 
He has now been a member for several years 
and in good standing and, as already stated, 
was unanimously elected treasurer. Mr. Hos- 
terman, Jr., was very much opposed to his 


possession. 


father taking the stand he did and advised him ~ 


to retire gracefully. 

Mr. Roush, the new secretary, is now in 
full charge of his office and has moved his 
family to Springfield. What effect the action 
of some of the companies in refusing to con- 
tribute to his support will have remains to 
The board now seems to be in a 
very harmonious condition, and it is hoped 
that it will continue to get along in this man- 
ner.

VALUED POLICY LAW IN WEST VIRGINIA. 

Auditor Scherr of West Virginia recom- 
mends the repeal of the valued policy law. 
He thinks that it was one of the causes of the 
25 per cent advance in rates and also states 
that it has invited incendiarism in West Vir- 
ginia. He states that the law is against pub- 
lic policy and equal justice to every policy- 
holder. The average loss ratio in West Vir- 
ginia from 1882 to 1901, inclusive, is 60 per 
cent. The two years following the passage 


of the valued policy law show a ratio of 69 
per cent.

COMPANIES WIN THE SUIT. 

The appellate division of the Supreme Court 
of New York has decided in favor of the com- 
panies and against Rosenfeld, who had a loss 
at Cleveland on bicycles, repairs, etc. It will 
be remembered that this was a very ugly mat- 
ter, the assured calling in Al Bowen of Buf- 
falo, the adjuster for the assured, to handle 
the case. A schedule was handed in to which 
the companies objected. An appraisal was 
agreed upon, but the two appraisers could not 
agree on an umpire. The assured then sud- 
denly gave notice that he would sell the stock, 
but Frank Carroll, the adjuster for the com- 
panies, had experts pass on the value of the 
stock and the damage before it was sold. The 
assured then took up his residence in Buffalo 
in order to get standing to file a suit. The 
lower .courts decided in his favor. This is 
regarded as an important decision of the 
Appellate Court, as claimants at Cleveland or 
other points in Ohio would transfer their cases 
to New York by taking up an ostensible resi- 
dence in the State.

PHENIX WINS SUBROGATION SUIT. 

The Phenix of Brooklyn, through its attor- 
neys at Tiffin, Dore & Dore, have been given 
a verdict for $9,800 against the Pennsylvania 
Railroad Company in the subrogation suit at 
Tiffin. W. R. Day had an elevator burn at 
Bettsville, which was caused, it was alleged, 
from sparks from a passing locomotive. The 
evidence showed that the engine had a defec- 
tive spark arrester.

LITTLE FEELING IS DISPLAYED. 

The local agents of Columbus, O., exhibit 
but little interest and no feeling over the re- 
cent appointment of Mead, Jr., & Priest to 
the second agency of the Phenix of Brooklyn 
and the North British and Mercantile. The 
only regret is that there should be an insur- 
ance agency in a city whose boast it was that 
all agents were board agents. As to any an- 
tagonism to the companies, there is none. The

INTERESTING DEMAND AT LANSING. 











Manager of a Wheelbarrow Company Attempt- 
ing to Discriminate Against Agents of 
the Spring Garden. 





An interesting controversy has arisen at 
Lansing which dates back to an article pub- 
lished in THE WEsTSRN UNDERWRITER a year 
ago in which it was stated that several of the 
field men had criticized the plant of the 
Lansing Wheelbarrow Company on account 
of the condition of its risk. The manager of 
the company, Mr. Stebbins, took exception to 
the article and was very much wrought up. 
On the strength of the article several com- 
panies ordered inspections and the Spring 
Garden canceled off. Mr. Stebbins was in- 
censed at the action of the Spring Garden, and, 
it is stated, told the agent that unless he re- 
signed the Spring Garden he would be given 
no more of the Wheelbarrow Company’s busi- 
ness. Two successive agents were after- 
wards appointed, Mr. Stebbins making the 
same demand upon them, and they backed 
down and resigned the company. The Spring 
Garden now goes to the Lansing Insurance 
Agency and it is understood that a similar de- 
mand has been made on it. This big agency, 
however, takes the ground that it knows best 
what companies it desires to represent and 
does not relish dictation from outside institu- 
tions. The outcome, therefore, will be watched 
with interest. 

From latest reports it appears that the 
Lansing Insurance Agency is awaiting the 
arrival of Special Agent W. H. Herman of 
the Spring Garden.

STATE TOPICS OF ILLINOIS 


UNPROTECTED TOWNS GET BENEFIT. 








Rates on all Forms of Dwellings Made the 
Same as in Fire Department 
Places. 


The reduction of rates on dwellings in un- 
protected towns in Illinois by the Illinois State 
Board came as a surprise even to the mem 
bers themselves. When the committee pre- 
sented the new schedules a part of its report 
recommended the reduction of dwelling rates 
in fifth and sixth class towns to the same fig- 
ures as rates in protected towns. It was 
thought by some members that this was a 
mistake on part of the sub-committee of the 
governing committee of the Union that ap- 
proved the schedules. lt will be remembered 
that when the State Board took this move 
some time ago under the former governing 
committee they met with great embarrass- 
ment, inasmuch as the governing committee 
did not ratify the action. The work of the 
executive committee of the State Board which 
got out the new schedules was approved by 
the governing committee. 

Rates on frame dwellings in unprotected 
towns are now 40 and 80 cents and $1.20. For 
brick houses with shingle roofs or frame 
with metal or gravel roofs the rate is 35 and 
70 cents and $1.05. For brick houses with 
metal or gravel roof the rate is 30, 60 and 90 
cents. Seemingly there is great inconsistency 
in this movement, as fire department towns get 
no credit for fire protections A dwelling now 
in a village with no water supply or any form 
of protection gets the same rate as in a city 
with a first-class department. The dwelling 
business in fifth and sixth class towns in IIli- 
nois, however, has been very profitable to the 
companies. It is a business that is greatly 
sought after by ccmpanies that write in these 
town. It is estimated that there are about 
seven hundred such villages in Illinois, so the 
reduction will have quite a little effect on 
premiums. Heretofore there has been 10 cents 
difference in the rates in unprotected towns. 
The Continental, which has paid its full quota 
of expenses to the Illinois State Board, and the 
companies of the Illinois Field Club, have been 
notified of the State Board’s action, so that 
they could not say that snap judgment was 
taken. 





COMMITTEE TO GO TO HILLSBORO. 

A committee from the Illinois State Board 
and the Illinois Field Club has been appointed 
to go to Hillsboro on March 24 to straighten 
out the difficulties in that city. The agents 
have declined to adopt the new rates and it 
will be necessary to get them in line.

HOTEL MEN TO HAVE A MUTUAL. 

A number of members of the Illinois Hotel- 
keepers Association met at Decatur, IIl., last 
week and decided to organize a mutual insur- 
ance company to insure hotel property in IIli- 
nois outside of Chicago. It is stated that 
annually there is about $300,000 in premiums 
paid by hotel people in the State outside of 
Chicago. The hotel people claim that the 
companies have made good money on hotel 
business.

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fires in the city last year were comparatively 
few, there being about $11,402 paid by insur- 
ance companies. Most of the causes of fires 
were from matches and gasoline. There were 
111 alarms given during the year. The chief 
thinks that Galesburg needs two more sta- 
tions. The recent fire in the Munson flats 
demonstrated that twelve men are not enough 
to handle four streams of water, put up lad- 
ders and rescue people from the building 
should a large fire occur.

Tennis and Greeley failed.and Fowler brought 
suit against the Northern for the return pro- 
miums of $73.83. The court directed the ver- 
dict for Fowler, despite the contention that 
the custom and usage of doing a local insur- 
ance business was for agencies to extend credit 
to one another, especially in case of exchange 
business. The defense held that when the 
amount of the return premiums was given 
credit on Fowler’s account with Tennis and 
Greeley, the company was released. The court 
held that a valid novation of debtors had not 
been proven.

EASTERN OHIO AGENTS HAVE MEETING. 











New Ohio Association Assembles at Akron— 
Several Addresses of Value 
Were Given. 


A number of the members of the Eastern 
Ohio Association of Life Underwriters from 
Canton and Massillon met with the life in- 
surance men at Akron last Saturday, and the 
association movement was well launched in 
Akron. About thirty men were present at 
dinner at the Hotel Bruhtel, after which Presi- 
dent Grummett of the association called the 
meeting to order and explained briefly the ob- 
jects of the association. Vice-President Ken- 
dall of the National Association and President 
Norris of the Cleveland Association made re- 
marks, showing especially the vastly improved 
conditions in Cleveland brought about by the 
association there. Captain Kendall called at- 
tention to the useless waste of effort when 
policies are twisted, and called on the men 
present to conduct their business in a way to 
retain their own self-respect, gain the respect 
of the public and attract to the business a 
better class of men. 

Dr. Boyd of Akron read a thoughtful paper 
on “The Medical Examiner in His Relation 
to the Life Insurance Business.” 

Hon. George W. Crouse, a prominent Akron 
business man, made the chief address of the 
afternoon. From the standpoint of an in- 
surer, he advised agents by all means to pre- 
sent the good points of their own companies 
rather than the defects of their competitors. 
He remembered the time when one man did 
three-quarters of all the life insurance busi- 
ness done in Akron. He _ represented the 
Mutual of New York and “he pursued the 
business in the way that one must who would 
make a success; he kept it in good repute.” 
“Your personality, your reputation for truth 
and veracity, your standing in the community 
are much more important than any flaws you 
can pick in your rival’s company,” said he. 
One reason why the business stands no higher 
than it does is that it has been a catch-all, < 
“graveyard for men to drop into who did not 
know the business.” He insisted that the 
agents, as representatives of the companies, 
should know how to present the companies’ 
propositions to prospects and that no man who 
entered the business till he could get something 
else to do would either add to its respectabil- 
ity or add much to the profits of the com- 
panies. Bix ips 

Vice-president Longenbaugh, who had made 
the arrangements for the meeting, and a num- 
ber of the Akron agents spoke, after which 
ten or a dozen of those present signed the con- 
stitution as charter members. 

The next meeting will probably be held 
early in April, the time and place to be fixed, 
if possible, so as to enable President Farley 
to be present when he comes to Ohio to attend 
the Cleveland Association’s banquet. 





INSURANCE TAX IN NEW YORK STATE. 

New York, March 17.—(Special.) —Outside 
life insurance companies will probably pay 
their I per cent premium tax in New York 
State under protest this year, just as they did 
last year. This tax is paid under a general 
corporation tax law passed by the New York 
legislature two years ago. Since its passage 
one of the New York insurance. companies, 
the Provident Savings Life, has brought. suit 
to test the constitutionality of this law. The 
appellate division of the Supreme Court has 
decided the case in favor ofthe company. The 
case will now go to the Supreme Court, and 
if the contentions of the company are sus- 
tained outside life insurance companies are 
likely to secure an abatement of the heavy 
tax levied on them for the past two years. If 


this is done, other States which have collected 
from New York life insurance companies un- 
der retaliatory laws will also have to refund 
what they have received. On account of the 
heavy burden placed on New York companies 
under this retaliatory law they are very 
anxious to have the tax in New York State 
raised on outside life insurance companies. 

In view of the possibility that the present 
corporation tax law may be declared uncon- 
stitutional by the Supreme Court, a substitute 
law has been proposed before the New York 
legislature, which is intended to reach the 
matter in another way. The outcome of the 
whole situation is watched with great inter- 
est by all life insurance companies doing busi- 
ness in New York State, for they will all be 
affected by the decision in one way or another, 
as well as by the adoption of a substitute law.

LIFE DECISION IN MISSOURI. 

In the famous case of Smith vs. The Mutual 
Benefit Life, which was transferred from the 
civil division of the Missouri Supreme Court 
to the court in banc, the Supreme Court of 
Missouri again decided against the Mutual 
Benefit Life by a vote of 4 to 3. The decision 
holds that under the present law a life com- 
pany has no right to loan money on its policies 
in Missouri except for the purpose of paying 
running premiums. The Mutual Benefit Life 
is ordered to pay Mrs. Smith $10,000, the face 
of the policy, minus the indebtedness for notes 
to pay running premiums. The plaintiff has 
let the policy lapse after securing a loan cov- 
ering the cash value of the policy, but the 
Supreme Court held that this further loan 
automatically extended the time of the policy. 
A bill, has just passed the Missouri legisla- 
ture permitting the loaning on policies for 
other purposes than paying current premiums.

SUMMER COURSE IN LIFE INSURANCE.

instruction considerable 
interest is the intention 
of the professor in charge to bring the mathe- 
matical treatment of the elements of actuarial 
science within the reach of active business and 
life insurance men, who can find time during 
the six weeks of July and August—usually a 
period of dullness in the commercial world— 
to come to Ann Arbor for that purpose. The 
announcement of the summer school contains 
the following description of the course in the 
theory of annuities and insurance as given by 
Dr, James W. Glover, who has charge of the 
insurance courses: 

“This course will take up the theory of 
simple and compound interest and the theory 
of probability, with their application to life 
insurance, based on tables of mortality. It is 
proposed to consider the following subjects: 
Annuities, pure endowments, mortality tables, 
life insurance based on the same, methods of 
computing net premiums, single, annual and 
limited endowment insurance, commutation 
tables, reserve, surplus, loading, and various 
features pertaining to actuarial science. The 
treatment of the subject matter in this course 
will be confined to elementary algebra, as it is 
the aim during the summer session to bring it 
within the reach of many whose preparation is 
limited to such knowledge as may be gained 
from course two (elementary algebra) in 
mathematics taken simultaneously with the 
course in insurance. It is thus hoped to in- 
terest students of insurance, whose time and 
opportunities are limited, and who wish to 
acquire an elementary knowledge of actuarial 
theory.” 

The decision to give this course was in a 
measure due to the numerous inquiries re- 
ceived by the university authorities relative to 
the working insurance that is being carried on 
during the present college year, and to the 
possibility of offering the same by correspond- 
ence instruction. These inquiries have made 


it clear that there are many men at present 
engaged actively in the life insurance business 
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who would welcome an opportunity to obtain 
competent instruction when offered by insti- 
tutions of recognized standing. The courses 
in insurance offered during the regular college 
year are taken by students with a considerable 
amount of mathematical preparation and com- 
prehend in all about four years of training. 
However, some parts of the subject, such as 
outlined in the above announcement, which, as 
a rule, are only imperfectly understood by the 
average insurance manager, agent, and ‘busi- 
ness man, can be very clearly explained 
through a series of daily lectures covering a 
period of six weeks, and comprehended by 
those who lay no claim to more than an ele- 
mentary knowledge of arithmetic and algebra. 
These lectures may also prove of interest and 
practical importance to some members of the 
legal profession, who have cases from time 
to time involving life insurance contracts, 
wherein a technical knowledge of the actuarial 
features of the document might be of value. 

The summer school session at Ann Arbor 
begins July 1 and ends August 14. The cost 
of living (including tuition) averages from 
$50 to $75 for the entire session.

EQUITABLE IN A NEW DEAL. 

The general clergy relief fund of the Epis- 
copal Church, the fund for pensioning aged 
and disabled clergymen and the widows and 
orphans of deceased clergymen, announces 
that it has made a special arrangement with 
the Equitable Life of New York, by which 
the Equitable is to issue insurance on the 
lives of 1,000 men of that communion in sums 
of $1,000 and upward for the benefit of this 
fund.

she could then get, in order to make the de- 
sired trip. The new law provides that where 
a married woman procures a loan on her own 
note or bond, delivered by her in person to 
the lender, and receives the money, or a check 
or draft for the same made payable to her 
order, making affidavit that she is borrowing 
for her own separate use or the betterment 
of her property or separate business, she shall 
not be permitted thereafter to claim that such 
loan was made for the use or benefit of any 
person other than herself.” The law went 
into effect promptly on its passage.

J. C. Craig, assistant district superintendent 
of the Western and Southern Life, has been 
transferred from Akron, O., to Zanesville. 


O. K. West, who has been with the Union 
Central at London, O., has moved to Plain 
City, where he will represent the same com- 
pany. 


Thornton Chase, western superintendent of 
agents of the Union Mutual Life, spent part 
of the week at the Cleveland office of the com- 
pany. 

Wm, E. Thomas, of the John Hancock Mu- 
tual at Cleveland, was stricken with paralysis 
on March 7. He is still in the hospital, but 
is expected to recover. 


P. Howard Martin, formerly with the 
Equitable Life of New York, was appointed a 
special agent of the Mutual Life of New York 
at Columbus, O., March 1. 


W. J. De Vore has been appointed district 
superintendent of the Northern Central Life 
at Findlay, O. He succeeds W. H. Wright, 
who retires on account of ill health. 


Paul R. Spahr has given up his position as 
manager of agencies under State Agent Ditto 
of the Pacific Mutual at Cleveland, and has 
returned to his old home in Urbana, Ohio. 


F. W. Griffin, assistant manager of the 
Fidelity Mutual Life in Chicago, has resigned 
his position to establish a city agency for the 
National U. S. A. in Chicago. The National 
will hereafter give more attention to Chicago 
than it has in the past. 


The Northwestern Life and Savings Com- 
pany of Des Moines has demanded an imme- 
diate examination from the Iowa department 
to ascertain the exact condition of the com- 
pany. It thinks that it was not treated with 
fairness by the Minnesota department. 


The Cleveland branch office of the New 
York Life wrote applications for $1,025,0co in 
the January-February contest, leading the nine 
districts interested in the point of agents filling 
their allotments. A new contest for March 
and April is now on among anes districts. 


With February the Security T. & L. com- 
menced the publication of an agency paper 
known as the Security Ledger. In the first 


issue it is stated that 45 per cent of the com- 
pany’s total business is now standard, and this 
proportion is rapidly increasing. It sets $10,- 
000,000 of select business as the mark for this 
year’s production. 


The American College of Insurance at Cleve- 
land has issued in pamphlet form, for use as 
canvassing literature, the two prize essays of 
I. G. Dieterich of Chicago on “What Does 
Life Insurance Protect?” and “Why Is Life 
Insurance a Good Investment?” They are 
two very strong papers and present arguments 
which are unanswerable. 


J. J. Ludwick of Grand Rapids has resigned 
his position as manager for western Michigan 
of the Sun Life of Canada. H. C. Rankin of 
Marquette, Mich., will take charge of the. or- 
dinary department at the Grand Rapids office, 











and S. C. Brock, assistant manager at De- 
troit, has been transferred to the Grand Rap- 
ids office, having in hand the thrift depart- 
ment. 


The United States Court of Appeals has 
upheld the decision of the Circuit Court in the 
case of Mrs. Milton E. Orcutt against the 
American Legion of Honor at Toledo. Mr. 
Orcutt held a policy for $5,000 in the company 
and after his death the payment of the policy 
was refused, the company claiming default of 
premium. The Circuit Court decided in favor 
of Mrs. Orcutt. 


Ohio superintendents of the Prudential In- 
surance Company to the number of twenty 
met in Columbus March 12. [Edward Gray, 
secretary of the company, and T. Overgue, 
supervisor, were also present. Secretary Gray 
tendered a dinner to the superintendents, and 
in the evening a conference was held. The 
Ohio men are credited with having had an 
exceptionally good year. 


The Kentucky Court of Appeals has re- 
versed the decision of the Louisville court 
requiring the New York Life to pay the ad- 
ministrator of M. W. Johnson $50,000. John- 
son was an agent for the company and when 
he died it was found that he carried $100,000 


on his life. Some of the companies com- 
promised. The New York Life refused to pay 


on the grounds that they had rejected his in- 
surance and had returned the premium notes 
given by Mr. Johnson. The Louisville court 
decided for the assured when the case wa, 
brought up. 


The Northern Agency Company, Ltd., capital 

5,000, has been organized in Grand Rapids 
to solicit life insurance on contract. It is 
the intention of the company to employ a corps 
of expert solicitors and to make contracts 
with companies to write a certain amount of 
insurance in a given field. The president of 
the company is Samuet S. Stukey, local agent 
of the Security Trust and Life Insurance Com- 
pany. He has given the plan much study and 
believes that eventually the greater part of the 
life insurance business will be done by the 
contract method. 


State Agent Staudt of the Royal Union 
Mutual Life, in Ohio, savs that in the first 
two months of this year the company has 
written three times as much business in Ohio 
as in the same period of last year. ‘Lhe busi- 
ness in Ohio fell down a little last year, as the 
agency force became considerably disinte- 
grated in the fall of 1901, just before the dis- 
solution of the old firm of Staudt & Cole, 
state agents. During the past year it has 
been built. up again, and Mr. Staudt looks 
forward to producing a million dollars in new 
business in Ohio in 1903.

The pres- 
elevators originated with 
George E. Cutler of the Frankfort, a non- 
compact company. Each company is giving 
the number of risks that it has in Cook county 
which would come under the new agreement. 
and its experience with these risks. It is found 
that many accidents are traced direct to eleva- 
tors. The present custom is to make no extra 
charge for these elevators. Whether any agree- 
ment can be reached is diffic::It to determine, 
as there are various interests to be considered. 

It is a well-known fact that employers’ lia- 
bility companies are playing a losing game in 
Chicago. The expense ratio amounts to 45 
per cent and the loss ratio in many instances 
Tuns up to over 7O per cent. It seems abso- 
lutely essential for something to be done in 
Chicago and Illinois to place the employers’ lia- 
bility business on a paying basis. Statistics 
show that no company has made any money 
in Chicago on this class.

These exceptions are removed 
in the new. The new policy also provides for 
indemnity for the death or loss of one hand 
or one foot of the beneficiary, by travel acci- 
dents to the extent of. one-fifth the indemnity 
for the same accidents to the assured. <A 
schedule of 23 injuries for which specific sums 
in lieu of weekly indemnity will be paid, at the 
option of the assured, is also given.

ASSAULY AND BURGLARY POLICY. 

The Maryland Casualty has just issued a 
combination assault and burglary policy, said 
to be the first of the kind put on the market. 
Samples are not yet in the hands of agents, but 
the advertising matter says, “We offer a policy 
which indemnifies the assured or any member 
of his immediate family or any of his em- 
ployes for loss of life, property or personal ef- 
fects, and pays weekly indemnity for disabling 
personal injuries caused by violence or drugs 
inflicted or administered by any burglar, robber 
or thief when robbing or attempting to rob the 
premises insured.”

TEAMS RATES ARE INCREASED. 

At the recent meeting of the Liability Con- 
ference the following new teams rates were 
adopted for New York, Chicago and Boston: 

Bakers, butchers (retail or wholesale), 
confectioners, grocers (wholesale or retail), 
ice cream dealers and manufacturers, pro- 
vision dealers and meat packers, wagons 
(one or two horses, not otWerwise classi- 
fied), $20; furniture wagons or trucks, 
piano movers, boiler makers and dealers, con- 
tractors (street work or building), gas and 
water mains, machinery dealers, mason ma- 
terials, railway iron, safe movers and manu- 
facturers, structural iron and _ steel, truck- 
men, $25; bottlers, brewers, dry goods and 
department stores, liquor dealers, $35; baggage 
transfer, $40; ice dealers, $45; omnibus lines 
(passengers’ risk included), $100.

TRAVELERS’ NEW POLICIES. 

The Travelers has issued the “combination 
accumulation annuity policy,” to take th 
place of its K. and C. A. forms. The new 
policy, issued to select and preferred risks, 
contains the ten-year five per cent accumula- 
tion provision. Under its terms the insured 
may -within five years from date of issue 
change the mode of its payment as a death 
claim from one sum to payment in annual in- 
stalments from five to twenty-five in number, 
or continuously, duiing the life of the hene- 
ficiary. If the instalment option is made use 
of the number of instalments may be changed 
any time during the life of the insured. The 
policy also provides for surgical fees for op- 
erations necessitated by accidental injuries 
covered by the contract. The benefits under 
the new policy not contained in the K. and 
C. A. forms will be extended to holders of 
those policies by certificate at the next re- 
newal. 

The company has also issued a new general 
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health policy, covering all diseases except 
rheumatism, tuberculosis and insanity for 
temporary disability for not over fifty-two 


weeks and permanent disability to the extent 
of one hundred weeks’ indemnity, and pro- 
viding for surgical fees. This is issued only 
to persons in the select, preferred and extra 
preferred classes in the Eastern and Northern 
States, holding accident policies calling for an 
equal or greater weekly indemnity. 

A new special health policy, covering thirty 
diseases, is also issued,
